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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  '^ith  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  Si^ate  Department  of  Agriculture  working  in 
cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marke-cing  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  mrked  the  oiie- hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
collection  of  s''ati sties  of  agricultuj^e  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iov7a  Crop  and  Livestock  Heporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  sunnary  data  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and  the 
United  States^ 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations f  commercial  interests,  teadiers,  legislators,  and  countyf  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties      Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  -nake  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  timec     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost 
it  is  in  respordse  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  iMorman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  itdministration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Sta.tistics  projectse     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  pro- 
ject 65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project  665-72- 
3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27 o 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Io"'a 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.  With- 
out these  data  by  townships  and  ccu:ities  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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lOTJA  AGRICULTITHAL  STATISTICS  -  JOl'lES  COUl^iTY 


Jones  County  was  established  in  1837  from  territory  ori^-inally  "belong- 
ing to  Dubuque  County.     It  was  named  for  General  George  T7.  Jones,  who,  as  a 
delegate  in  Congress,   secured  the  creation  of  the  Territory'"  of  Iowa.     He  was 
also  one  of  Iowa's  first  United  States  Senators. 

In  1836  Hugh   Brown,  Moses  Colins,  John  Flyrji  and  Alfred  Weatherford 
made  a  settlement  at  Bowen's  Prairie  in  the  north  east  part  of  the  county, 
During  the  same  year  Daniel  Varvel  and  William  Clark  made  claims  near  Monti- 
cello,     In  1837  a  colony  from  the  Hed  River  of  the  North  emigrated  southward 
and  made  a  settlement  at  Scotch  Grove.  Other  settlements  were  soon  made  and 
towns  were  laid  out  in  various  places  during  this  period,  most  of  the  towns 
passing  into  oblivion. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  1838  and  the  county-seat  was  located 
on  a  site  near  the  geographical  center  of  the  county.     A  town  was  laid  out  here 
and  named  Edenburgh.     In  1845  the  county-seat  was  moved  to  Newport,  a  town  of 
but  one  log  cabin.     In  1847  the  county-seat  was  moved  again,   this  time  to  Lex- 
ington.    The  najne  of  this  town  was  soon  changed  to  Anamosa,   in  honor  of  a 
beautiful  Indian  girl  who  lived  there;  the  name  AJiamosa  signifies  "IVhite  Pawn." 
The  State  Heformatory  for  men  is  located  at  Anamosa  and  extensive  stone  quarries 
also  are  found  here,  ll 

The  first  railroad  in  the  county  was  the  Dubuque  Western  Railroad  from 
Dubuque  to  Anamosa.     The  first  train  from  Dubuque  arrived  at  Anamosa  on  March 
9,  1860.     It  is  now  the  Chicago  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul  Railroad.  2/ 

Area 

Jones  County  is  approximately  24  miles  square  and  embraces  569  equare 
miles  3/,  or  364,160  acres.     Of  this  number,  349,072  acres  are  farm  land.  4/ 
It  has  16  townships  and  ranks  thirty-fourth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State, 
sharing  this  place  with  Eoone,  Hardin  and  O'Brien  .counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Jones  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
location  and  origin;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  comprise  38.1  loercent  of  the  surface  of  the  county  and  are 
divided  into  Carrington  loams — 29.3  percent,   Clyde  loams — 5.3  percent,  Lindley 
loams— ItO  percent,  Lindley  fine  sand— 2.2  percert.  and  Shelby  fine  sandy  loam — 
0  3  nercento     The  loess  soils  cover  4-9^.1  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided

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into  Clinton  loams — 35,4  oercent,  Ta^a  lonms — 12,5  percent,  Muscatine  silt  loam — 

0.  6  percent,  and  Dodgeville  loam — 0,6  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  7.2  per- 
cent of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Bremer  silt  loams — 4.8  percent,  7aukesha 
silt  loam — 0.9  percent,  Buckner  loams — 0.7  percent,  Buckner  fine  sand — 0,4  per- 
cent, Jackson  silt  loam — 0.3  percent,  and  the  O'Neill  loam — 0.1  percent.  The 
swaniD  and  tottom-land  soils  cover  5„6  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided 
into  Wabash  silt  loams — 3.2  percent,   Genesee  loams — 1.1  percent,   Cass  loam — 0,3 
■percent,   and  raeadow--1.0  percent,  5/ 

Topography 

The  original  "broad  plain  of  this  county  has  teen  cut  "by  the  streams  which 
flow  across  the  county  in  a  general  southeasterly  direction.     Valleys  from  100 
to  200  feet  "below  the  tops  of  the  high  ridges  have  "been  formed  and  the  roughest 
areas  occur  west  of  Anamosa,   on  the  soutli  side  of  the  Maquoketa  River,  north- 
west of  f'^onticello ,  and  in  the  extreme  northeast  corner  of  Scotch  Grove  Town- 
snip.     Throughout  the  western  part  of  the  county,  in  general  these  areas  are 
narrow  and  merge  a"bruptly  into  the  more  undulating  or  gently  rolling  upland. 
In  the  eastern  part  of  the  county  the  uplands  are  rolling  to  strongly  rolling 
and  many  hilly  areas  occur. 

■\/'arious  streams  and  intermittent  drainage-ways  have  penetrated  into  prac- 
tically all  parts  of  the  county.     Narrow  strips  or  first  or  second  "bottom-lands 
are  found  along  the  various  streams,   in  some  places  reaching  a  width  of  one  or 
two  miles.     These  "border  areas  are  found  near  Monticello,  Olin,  Oxford  Junction, 
and  Cascade.     In  the  rougher  sections  of  the  "bottom-lands  are  auite  narrow.  The 
greater  part  of  the  drainage  is  carried  bv  the  Wapsipinicon  and  Maquoketa  rivers 
and  their  tri"butarieso     A  small  area  in  the  northwest  part  of  the  county  is 
drained  by  the  North  Fork  Maquoketa  River,  _6/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  31  years  (1899-1930)  was  48.0  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  32  years  (1898-1930)  was  34.21  inches,  and  fhe  growing 
season  averaged  152  days  "between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  4  and  Octo"ber 

1,  recorded  from  1898  to  1930.  _?/ 

population 

The  Territorial  census  of  1840  listed  471  inhabitants  in  Jones  County,  The 
population  grew  rapidly  at  first,  but  it  has  remained  more  or  lesb  constant  since 
1870.     In  1930  there  were  34  persons  per  square  mile,  as  comr^ared  with  the  .State 
density  of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  6,175  or  32,1  percent  of  the  total  population.  Of 
this  number,  3,345  were  of  German  descent,  724  were  of  Czechoslovakian  descent, 
and  609  were  of  Irish  descent.

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  11  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 1  elevator,  5  creameries,  4  livestock  enterprises,  and  1  lumber  yard. 

As  a  whole  they  had  2,387  members,  of  which  2,104  were  active,  and  2,699 
persons  did  business  with  the  11  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $1,332,025  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$218,593  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  -patrons,  14/ 

Fruit 


The  record  year  for  apples  rras  1884,  when  40.643  trees  and  24,427  bushels 
were  recorded.     In  1934  there  were  only  10,971  trees  and  9,515  bushels.  The 
best  year  for  plums  and  cherries  was  1909,     In  that  year,  4,627  plum  trees 
yielded  443  bushels,  and  9,686  cherry  trees  produced  2,719  bushels.     In  1874,

Hote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  nialtiplied  ty  the  yields  (derived  "by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations 
of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acreage  not 
husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yieldo  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  t^?o  yttars,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  township 
with  this  yield,  and  anv  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get  total 
production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table  figures 
for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that 
acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acre- 
ages shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 

yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 

to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields,  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  census  enumerations  made  in  1920,  1^(25  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  For 
comparability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  base.     This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1936,   1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  as- 
sessors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate,  than  those  in  Table  21  and 
comparison  with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures.
